Chaplain  Brill,  adviser  to  Canterbury,  opens  his  home  to  the  university  community 
for  discussions  with  invited  faculty  members  Thursday  at  9  p.m.  The  Brill  home  is 
close  to  campus  at  4222  46th  St.  Meet-the-Professor  luncheons  (Kosher),  sponsored 
by  the  Hillel  Foundation,  offer  dialogue  between  students  and  professors  or  guest 
lecturers  concerning  religious  and  college  life. 

The  Methodist  Student  Movement  presents  occasional  Sunday  night  programs 
featuring  outstanding  Washington  area  speakers  or  films  of  unusual  interest.  After- 
wards, students  meet  to  encounter  the  ethical  and  theological  import  of  the  presen- 
tation. MSM  "Theatre  Parties"  give  opportunities  for  group  attendance  and  discussion 
of  an  AU  or  community  theatrical  production.  The  Newman  Association  offers,  on  an 
irregular  basis,  films  and  lectures  of  campus  interest  followed  by  discussion. 

Westminster  Fellowship  engages  in  dialogue  with  members,  guests  and  visitors. 
WF  works  to  promote  and  sustain  an  understanding  of  God's  ownership  of  persons 
by  encountering  life's  experiences,  especially  the  problems  and  opportunities,  in  the 
light  of  the  individual's  faith  and  intellectual  growth.  A  series  of  provocative  program 
topics,  planned  by  the  AU  Unitarian-Universalist  Group,  introduces  students  to 
resource  people  from  River  Road  Church  and  outstanding  liberals  of  the  AU  faculty. 
TAUUG  seeks  the  importance  of  the  creative  dialogue  of  difference  of  opinion  rather 
than  uniformity  of  thought. 

The  Christian  Science  Organization  sponsors  open  lectures  and  question  periods 
to  acquaint  the  campus  community  with  the  answers  Christian  Science  gives  to 
current  problems  and  issues.  In  addition,  "Dialogue  with  Youth",  a  hard-hitting 
question  and  answer  column,  daily  meets  a  special  need  of  college  students,  including 
those  at  AU.  Erwin  D.  Canham,  editor-in-chief  of  The  Christian  Science  Monitor, 
welcomes  questions  and  offers  an  ideal  arena  for  discussion  in  this  international  daily 
newspaper. 


Special  Experiences 


The  Office  of  the  Chaplains  and  a  student  committee  sponsor  an  annual  preorien- 
tation  retreat  to  introduce  incoming  freshmen  and  transfer  students  to  the  religious, 
academic  and  social  life  at  The  American  University.  This  year  the  "Happening",  under 
the  chairmanship  of  James  Boston,  was  open  to  all  faiths  and  denominations.  The  Inter- 
Religious  Club  Council  presents  an  interfaith  Thanksgiving  Service  shortly  before  the 
holiday.  Newman  Association  and  the  Protestant  Council  will  join  in  offering  their 
third  annual  Cliristnias  Candelight  Service  on  December  18. 

Through  the  "Weekend  in  Christian  Living",  sponsored  by  Newman  several  times 
each  semester,  the  student  gains  a  deep  awareness  of  the  meaning  of  his  faith.  In  the 
spirit  of  liturgical  renewal  within  the  Catholic  Church,  Newman  offers  a  12:30  p.m. 
Sunday  Mass  incorporating  the  latest  insights  in  liturgical  thinking  and  practice  to 
present  a  worship  experience  of  real   meaning  to   college   students. 

The  Hillel  Foundation  conducts  campus  services  for  the  Jewish  Holidays,  Rosh 
Hashanah,  Yom  Kippur,  Chanukah  and  Passover.  A  Model  Sedar  is  served  annually 
at  nearby  Washington  Hebrew  Congregation.  The  AU  Unitarian-Universalists  Group 
encourages  members  to  go  beyond  the  traditional  hymns  and  responsive  readings  and 
explore  new  forms  of  worship. 

The  Baptist  Student  Union  offers  members  two  retreats  to  Prince  William  Forest, 
a  study  conference  at  Ridgecrest,  N.  C,  and  one  at  Green  Lake,  Wise.  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship  Day,  in  mid-November,  brings  five  hundred  high  school  students  from 
Methodist  churches  in  a  five  state  area  to  AU.  This  function,  sponsored  by  the 
Methodist  Student  Movement  to  introduce  the  advantages  of  Christian  higher  education, 
includes  worship  services,  vocational  and  academic  groups  and  student-led  dormitory 
discussions. 

Midweek  Christian  Science  testimony  meetings,  conducted  entirely  by  students, 
offer  to  all  a  quiet  time  for  worship  and  an  opportunity  to  share  experiences  about 
how  their  religion  applies  to  college  life.  A  highpoint  for  Christian  Science  college 
students  is  the  biennial  meeting  in  Boston,  held  on  odd  years  in  late  August.  Students 
from  Christian  Science  Organizations  all  over  the  world  share  the  fruits  of  their 
application  of  religious  convictions  to   campus  experiences. 


Social  Service  Projects 


Shepherds  of  the  Street,  entering  its  fifth  year  of  campus  sponsorship  by  the 
Methodist  Student  Movement,  offers  weekly  involvement  in  afternoon  tutoring  on  a 
one-to-one  basis  with  children  from  the  Coding  Elementary  School.  Students  interested 
in  serving  should  contact  Art  Kent  or  Chaplain  Rother.  The  Kappa  Phi  Club  takes 
collected  clothing,  books  and  supplies  to  the  Mr.  John  Project  which  aids  the  poor 
residents  of  Shenandoah,  Va.  K(j)  also  is  involved  in  short-term  projects  like  serving 
as  hostesses  for  the  American  Red  Cross. 

Sigma  Theta  Epsilon  gives  community  service  such  as  its  continued  assistance  in 
the  maintenance  of  Hope  Valley  Camp  for  underprivileged  children.  The  University 
Neighborhoods  Council,  a  community  self-help  project  in  the  Cardozo  Area,  received 
volunteers  from  the  Newman  Association  last  year.  Newman  also  is  the  campus 
sponsoring  agency  for  the  Future  for  Jimmy  evening  tutorial  service  conducted  by  the 
Urban  League.  To  volunteer,  contact  Father  Byron. 

Canterbury  provides  tutoring  opportunities  in  the  area  of  14th  and  W  Sts.  The 
project  is  in  conjunction  with  St.  Thomas  Church  and  staffed  partly  by  VISTA. 
Prospective  tutors  should  contact  Mary  Marchany  or  Chaplain  Brill.  Children's 
Hospital,  which  annually  runs  a  deficit  due  to  the  free  care  and  services  given  under- 
privileged children  needing  medical  attention,  is  the  principal  recipient  of  the  Sunday 
Protestant  Chapel  collection. 

The  AU  Unitarian-Universalist  Group  seeks  to  develop  active  social  concern  with- 
out hypocrisy.  It  encourages  participation  wherever  Washington  needs  involvement, 
such  as  last  year's  support  for  better  staff  wages  at  Suburban  Hospital.  The  recently 
reorganized  TAUUG  wants  project  suggestions  from  members.  The  Baptist  Student 
Union  offers  a  service  project   with   nearby   Gallaudet  College. 

The  Inter-Religious  Club  Council  helps  finance  cottage  kindergartens  and  field 
trips  for  the  children  of  Logan  Elementary  School.  As  part  of  the  Logan  Project,  now 
in  its  third  year,  the  children  come  to  AU  to  enjoy  an  athletic  event  with  a  college 
friend.  In  addition,  IRCC  collects  money  and  supplies,  upon  request,  for  worthwhile 
projects.  In  the  past,  aid  has  gone  to  the  poor  of  Mississippi,  to  the  Committee  of 
Reponsibility,  and  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee,  to  help  the  children  of 
Viet  Nam.

The  Inter-Religious  Club  Council  is  an  association  of  concerned  students. 
IRCC  strives  to  speak  as  a  representative  of  the  entire  religiously  oriented  portion  of 
campus  without  discouraging  individual   and   denominational   expression. 

Through  dialogue,  lecture,  entertainment  and  worship,  IRCC  provides  a  means 
foe  self  expression.  IRCC  shows  films  of  unusual  artistic  merit  or  outstanding  ethical 
concern  as  part  of  its  program.  An  Espresso  House  discussion  follows  the  films  which 
are  shown  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the  Kay  Center.  The  series  includes:  "The  Shop  on  Main 
Street",  September  26;  "La  Dolce  Vita",  February  13;  and,  "The  Pawnbroker",  April  2.

The  program  is  fluid  and  can  use  your  help  and  suggestions.

Whether  you  have  a  solo  voice  or  whether  you  fit  into  a  group,  if  your  spirit  is 
overflowing,  the  Protestant  Chapel  Choir  welcomes  you.  Several  choir  rehearsals  are 
scheduled  weekly  to  avoid  class  conflicts.  A  brief  rehearsal  before  the  Sunday  morning 
worship  for  which  the  choir  prepares  special  material,  brings  the  entire  group  together. 
The  beautifully-robed  choir  adds  dignity  and  distinction  to  the  chapel  services,  though 
its  highest  reward  comes  from  the  sincere  devotion  of  its  members  to  serve  God  in 
public  praise.

Protestant  Council 

Students  attending  Protestant  Chapel  annually  elect  representatives  to  this  governing 
body.  This  Council  also  includes  Protestant  full-time  chaplains  and  an  elected  faculty 
adviser.  The  Council  with  its  subcommittees  decides  matters  related  to  cooperative 
Protestant  worship,  fellowship,  campus  out-reach,  study,  contributions  and  service. 
Students  attending  chapel  meet  occasionally  as  a  congregation  to  make  major  decisions. 
After  the  1 1  a.m.  Sunday  worship,  students  and  chaplains  have  the  opportunity  to 
become  better  acquainted  over  coffee  and  donuts  served  in  the  Kay  Lounge.  Those 
interested  in  discussing  the  sermon  with  the  morning  preacher  have  this  opportunity 
to  question,  comment  or  disagree.  The  Council  and  the  chaplains  invite  all  students  to 
attend  and  participate  in  the  services  and  activities.   Denise  Young  is  chairman. 
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Scholarships,  Loans  and  Tuition  Remissions 


Applications  for  the  following  scholarships  and  loans  must  be  made  to  the 
Chaplains'  Office.  University  rules  limit  scholarships  to  students  with  averages  of  2.00 
(B)  or  above.  Two  benefits  can  be  awarded  to  one  student  in  cases  of  sufficient  need 
or  exceptional  achievement. 


The  F.  Scott  Appleby  Scholarship  Fund  is  for  male  undergraduates  planning  to 
enter  seminary  and  prepare  for  the  ministry.  Deserving  students  can  receive  annual 
scholarships  of  up  to  $500,  renewable  for  four  years.  One  or  two  grants-in-aid  for 
students  with  at  least  a  1.75  average  may  be  made  from  this  fund.  Make  applications 
to  Chaplain  Graham. 


Some  Restricted  Scholarships,  bearing  different  names  provide  amounts  from  $50 
to  $750  annually  for  male  and  female  candidates  for  church  vocations.  Submit 
applications  to  Chaplain  Graham. 


National  Methodist  Scholarships  of  $500  each  are  available  annually  to  new  and 
returning  AU  students  with  the  required  academic  average  (2.00  and  top  20%  of  high 
school  class)  and  active  leadership  in  the  Methodist  church.  Get  your  application  from 
Chaplain  Rother's  secretary. 


Tuition  Remission  For  Clergymen  of  any  recognized  religious  group  is  granted 
automatically.  The  amount  is  20%  of  the  cost  of  one  three  credit  graduate  course. 
Obtain   a  tuition   remission   voucher   from   Chaplain   Graham's   secretary. 


Tuition  Remission  for  the  Children  of  Methodist  Clergymen  is  one-half  tuition  for 
full  time  undergraduates.  Obtain  a  voucher  from  Chaplain  Rother's  secretary  before 
registering  for  your  first  semester.  The  Bursar  will  receive  a  record  of  this  registration 
voucher  each  succeeding  semester. 


Tuition  Remission  for  the  Children  of  Non-Methodist  Clergymen  (including  Rabbis) 
is  $100  per  semester  for  full-time  undergraduates.  Students  should  supply  written 
evidence  in  the  form  of  either  ( 1 )  a  printed  document  of  the  denomination  showing 
the  father's  assignment  and  standing,  or  (2)  a  document  signed  by  the  father's  ecclesi- 
astical superior  or  the  chief  official  of  the  local  church  if  there  is  no  clergy  superio'r. 
The  Bursar  will  receive  a  record  of  this  remission  voucher  each  succeeding  semester. 

The  official  rules  governing  the  above  scholarships,  loans  and  remissions  of  tuition 
are  more  detailed  than  these  summaries  and  the  summary  does  not  supersede  those 
rules.

The  University  Chaplain,  Dr.  LeRoy  S.  Graham,  and  four  other  full-time  chaplains 
have  offices  in  the  Kay  Spiritual  Life  Center.  The  Rev.  Charles  C.  Rother  (Methodist), 
the  Rev.  Earl  H.  Brill  (Episcopal),  Father  Joseph  Byron  and  Rabbi  Saul  Kraft  are 
full-time  advisers  to  student  religious  groups.  Four  part-time  chaplains,  Mr.  Howard  D. 
Rees  (Baptist),  Mr.  Richard  H.  Lee  (Christian  Science),  Dr.  Thomas  A.  Stone 
(Presbyterian)  and  Mrs.  Helen  Popenoe  (Unitarian-Universalist)  also  keep  office 
hours  in  the  Center. 

Miss  Judy  Gilmour,  Miss  Gayle  Moore  and  Mrs.  Charlotte  Fletcher  are  office 
secretaries.  The  receptionist  is  Mrs.  Dolly  Spalding.  James  Boston  is  the  assistant  to 
the  Chaplain  and  William  Burbank  is  publicity  assistant.  Mrs.  Georgia  Fuller  edited 
the  1967-68  booklet,  The  Religious  Program.  Miss  Lee  Marrs  designed  the  booklet  cover. 


The  University  Chaplain 

The  Rev.  LeRoy  S.  Graham  supervises  the  Chaplains'  Office  and  represents  the 
University  in  the  administration  of  the  religious  program.  Chaplain  Graham  also 
provides  personal  counseling  and  teaches. 

Dr.  Graham  is  adviser  to  the  student  Inter-Religious  Club  Council,  Protestant 
Council  and  the  Fellowship  of  Young  Churchmen.  As  a  trained  pastoral  counselor. 
Chaplain  Graham  offers  guidance  to  students  desiring  help  with  problems  of  ethics 
and  religion  or  courtship,  marriage  and  family.  This  counseling  is  free  to  University 
personnel  and  is  entirely  confidential.  Appointments  should  be  made  through  his 
secretary,  without  disclosing  the  purpose  of  the  conference.  Dr.  Graham  is  a  clinical 
member  of  the  American  Association  of  Marriage  Counselors  and  the  American 
Association  of  Pastoral  Counselors. 

He  holds  a  Ph.D  in  Marriage  Counseling  from  Drew  University.  Dr.  Graham 
teaches  a  credit  course,  "Marriage  and  Family  Living"  in  the  Department  of  Sociology. 
On  request  he  talks  to  informal  groups,  such  as  dormitory  units,  on  aspects  of  sex, 
love  and  marriage.
